alone and of leaving not. an atom of profit 
for others. 

The consequences have been, that: by rea- 
son of their only aiming at developing com- 
mercial intercourse, those with whom they 
have had relations have not increased their 
productive power one iota, but have on the 
contrary lost wealth and substance from 

eat to year, from month to month ; and far 
Fem mutual feeling gradually becoming 
closer and more friendly, a feeling of hos- 
tility has peneely {noreased, so that at 
last, while they are successful in exhausting 
the wealth and substance of those with 
whom they have to deal, the end will be 
that their own commerce will be obstructed 
and international relations no longer being 
profitable both will be ruined together.— 
‘Chie is what we have had frequently to 
regtet on account of the English, and is the 
reason why we must blame them for being 
so blinded by petty present gains as. to be 
unable to think of great gains which would 
be lasting, though deferred. “ 

Mr Hennessy saw all this, and adopting 
the sagacious view. that it was necessary to- 
plan lasting, though distant gain, without 
regard to petty present gain, he grasped the 
principle that mutual advantage is the only 
true advantage. This may be seen from a 
single example, - : 

Hongkong was: formerly tho head- 
quarters of the reagan it was 
most lamentable how: Englishmon secured 
inordinate profits, while the Chinese suffered 
inordinate losses, but he firmly prohibited 
this, and addressing himself to the Govern- 
ment of Canton, exerted all his efforts to 
strictly prevent smuggling for the future. 
The previous Governor and Englishmen in 

eneral had never been willing to admit the 

hinese to an equal footing with themselves, 
but Mr Hennessy broke through this unen- 
lightened prejudice, aud endeavoured in all 
things to extend equal treatment to them. 
One of the most unenlightened prejudices 
in Hongkong was, that Englishmen woul: 
not eat at the same table with Chinese,’ but 
Mr Hennessy at once broke through this 
unenlightened prejudice. This seems a 
trifling matter, and yet is not.eo, and it is 
sufficient to show the spirit in which he 
treats the Uhinese. In consequence of such 
incidents the obstinate hostility which exist- 
ed between tho Chinese and the English has 
gradually given way, and the Chinese havo 
come to love the English more end more, to 
such an extent that Chinese patriots, that is 
the “expulsion of barbarians” party, are 
sotually displeased with the result, from 
whioh it is clear, that, leaving his private 
virtues out of the question, he is much to 
be beloved for his public virtues, -

On behalf of the Tokio Chamber of 
the_hononr to thank, 


Your Excellency for complying with our 
invitation. And. we beg to express our 
obligations for the valuable remarks and 
suggestions Your Excellenoy has. made 
with the object of promoting still mora the 
commercial relations between Japan, Hong- 
kong, and Sonthern China, With Your 
Excéllency's permission, I beg to a Sy few 
words in reply. Onr country is the im- 
mediate neighbour of China, separated only 
by a narrow channel of sea, and ita com 
merce is, as Your Excellency remarked, of 
special interest and value to Japan. Hong- 
kong oconpies .an important position, 
‘geographically, and commercially, with ra- 
spect to the two Empires, and moreover, 
is, so to speak, a gateway of commerce 


also, between Japan, and Great Britain, |- 


whioh latter country ia the greatest nation 
engaged in Oriental commerce, © We there- 
fore would ask Your Excellency to closely 
-observe-tho-real-position-of commerce in: 
Japan. Japan has two neighbours, on the 
East the United States of America, on the 


West, China; in the commerce with. both | 


these neighbours the balance of trade, a8 
Your Excellency pointed out, is in our 
favour, but I regret to state the balance of 
trade between dapan and other Foreign 
countries, in the aggregate, is seriously 
against Japan, and, notwithstanding the 

dual progress and development of our 
industries, at present I cannot say -our 
foreign commercé is as advantageous or 
profitable to the nation as it should be, and 
the revenue derived thereform .does not 
materially benefit our finances, to the ex- 
tent that revenue. of.-the-same-kind does in 
other countries, This state of things con- 
tinually causes the mercantile community 
of Japan the greatest concern. Your Ex 
cellency has rightly impressed upon us, 
that we are ruled by a good and patriotic 
Emperor, and most thoughtful and able 
ministers. Our Government supervises our 
finances, encourages our industries: and 
promotes, as far as it is in their power to 
do so, the commercial development of the 
country. In short, they endeavour to leave 
nothing undone to increase our welfare, 
and I believe the time is not far distant 
when we shall ocoupy a commercial posi- 
tion,- second to none in the East, if the 
efforts of the Government are not thwarted. 
If, however, the balance of trade continues 
against us in the future, then, this time 
will be almost indefinitely prolonged, not 
only to the detriment of Japan, but to the 
detriment of the true commercial interest 
of foreign nations; still more if our Gov 
ernment is hampered in securing that just 
and rational incidence of taxation, and that 
full measure of revenue, that we feel to be 
eesential for the country, and for facilitat- 
ing internal transit by which the consumer 
and foreign producer may be brought into 
closer commercial contact. There is no 
nation in the world which .is sufficiently 
wealthy to supply its wants entirely from 
foreign markets, and also, no nation thut 
can entirely supply its own wants in- 
dependently of foreign markets, so com 
merce is nothing more than a barter of the 


d | products of each nation; so it is in Japim, 


and undoubtedly Your Excellency is wise 
enough to comprehend this, far better than 
we'can, Your Excellency acknowledged 
to being selfich in your desire to do the 
best you could for British commerce, and 
if Your Excellency sincerely wishes to. 
promote the real interests of the 
manufacturing and shipping industries of 
England, then, you must recognize the 
necessity of encouraging the industries, and 
prosneat the export of Japan's products; 
aword, must’ hope that the Jupanese 
may be prosperous enough to purchase in- 
aantities the industries of England. If 
ape industries are allowed to prosper, 
it follows that the import trade will increase 
in’ proportion; on the contrary, if the 
industries of Japan are represied the 
English manufactnrers cannot expect: to 
find e satisfactory market for their goods 
dn. Jepan; so it is that either in the im. 
mediate present, or in the future, encours 
agement of our industries and increase in 
the export of our products.ie not only the 
individual interest.of the people of Japan, 
but the real advantage also of the British 
manufacturers, aud shipowners, more so' 
erhaps than any other foreign power, as 
our Dxcellency's country hae the greatest 
mercantile marine in the world. There is 
en old parents maxim thet, ‘if men wish 
to profit themselves they must allow others 
to proft,” and I believe the selfish object 
your Fixcellency claims, is no other thah 
what is contained, in the. moral of this 
marin, and is in. reality woselflah.

inappropriate allusions -introduced by the 
aotora; needJess and. tedious. repetitions of 
some popular. phrase, end eyen ‘‘ business” 
introduced inappositely. Thé general opin- 
ion of play-goers probably is that a gag is 
inartistic and. destructive of symmetry ; that 
it is usually an unworthy means of exciting 
a vulgar titter. But, asa matter of fact, 
without the gags handed down by tradition 
or invented by the actors currently identified 
with the leading parts sevordl of the most 
popular plays in’ the répertoire of modern 
theatres would bo less presentable than they 
are, What, for instanoe, is ‘* Our American 
Cousin” without the gags introduced by Mr 
Sothern ; ‘‘ The Mighty jollar,” without the 
eres niet by Florence, and even 

heridan’s “ Critio,” without the multifari- 
ous additions made by generations of actors 
and transmitted from one fo the other ? 

Concerning the latter, the late Charles

How 
Count Batthyani got hold of the pearl 
nobody knows, bat_it is conjectured that 
he must’ have bought it at-one of the old 
curiosity shops, places in which hé delight- 
ed to rummago; while it is certain that he 
was ignorant of its value, or he would 
scarcely have bequeathed it to a servant, 
without any hint of the greatness of the 
bequest. The Jew of Grosswardein, accdrd- 
ing to the story current in Vienna, is now 
thanking the black pearl for the foundation 
of his fortune, since the English Govern- 
ment, hearing of its discovery, have bought 
it from him for the sum of 20,000 gulden.
